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Cyber Security Assessment and Management System (CSAM)  
Implementation Team – CSAM, a state-of-the-art security tool devel-
oped by the Department of Justice (DOJ), was implemented at OCIO/Cyber 
Security in the summer of 2008. The CSAM team coordinated the transition 
from the older Automated Security Self-Evaluation and Remediation Tracking 
Tool (ASSERT©).  This broad effort included working with DOJ to map the 
ASSERT© data to the CSAM Application; creating a working group of repre-
sentatives from each USDA agency to verify data transition; CSAM training; 
establishing requirements for agencies to re-categorize each Department system 
within CSAM using the Federal Information Processing Standards No. 199; 
and working with DOJ to improve CSAM by providing feedback and sug- 
gested improvements for the application.

Computer Security Awareness and Privacy Training Team – 
members reviewed, tested and selected the FY 2009 mandatory training 
for Computer Security Awareness and Privacy Training.  They identi-
fied lessons learned from FY 2008 training and recommended changes 
to enhance the FY 2009 training experience; reviewed and tested three 
Information Systems Security Line of Business (ISS LoB) courses; 
worked with the Target Center to have the selected training tested for 
508 compliance; developed a communication plan for communicating 
training requirements to all employees; and developed the paper-based 
training materials, assessments and assessment answers.

Modernize and Innovate the Delivery of Agricultural Systems

The ITS HSPD-12 Enrollment Team – 

The USDA Whole Disk Encryption project is provid-
ing encryption for computing devices for approximately 
180,000 users, with up to five end-point devices each to 
be encrypted (including laptop and desktop computers, 
and mobile devices with processing capabilities). The team 
worked relentlessly to:

Establish a single encryption software standard across •	
all USDA, and 
Fulfill the requirements of the Office of Manage-•	
ment and Budget Memorandum 06-16 of June 23, 
2006, Protection of Sensitive Agency Information, 
recommending agencies “encrypt all data on mobile 
computers/devices.” 

The ITS HSPD-12 Enrollment Team was recognized for its 
key role in the ultimate success of USDA’s HSPD-12 enrollment 
effort that enrolled 58,000 employees for LincPass cards by 
the end of September, even though USDA employees are in 
some of the most remote and rural places in America. When a 
GSA contractor could not perform that critical task, Mr. Brooks, 
Director, ITS/Technical Support Division (TSD), engaged the  
Division, which is already in place across the U. S. and its  
territories, to set up HSPD-12 registration stations in remote  
locations. Thanks to Mr. Brooks and his team, USDA will remain 
on course with credentialing USDA as well as Department of the 
Interior and Treasury employees.

Larry Brooks accepted the award on behalf of all the  
OCIO/Technical Support Division staff members who 
supported this effort.

HSPD-12 Implementation Team – 
The HSPD-12 Implementation Team led the effort at USDA to certify and issue federal employees and contractors

Lean Six Sigma Grants Desktop and Processing (LSGP) Team, Phase 1

LSGP Phase 1 continues the consolidation of 
diverse USDA grants processing tools from 13 to a single 
Department-wide solution. Last year, the team received an 
OCFO Summit Award for documenting the LSGP pro-
cess; the 2009 OCIO Summit Award recognizes further 
advances in piloting Phase 1. Since NRCS customers apply 
for grants to improve their land and resource use, the team 
has combined the grants process and Geospatial Informa-
tion into a Customer Relationship Management System.  
This provides Forest Service and NRCS field officers with 
an electronic file for all customer information.  The busi-
ness office is now starting electronic routing and approval. 

Lean Six Sigma Transaction Processing (LSTP) Team, Phase 1 

The LSTP Team completed implementation of 
Phase 1 of the Lean Six Sigma Transaction Processing 
(LSTP) project in 2008.  LSTP is the beginning of 
USDA’s effort to automate and integrate transactions 
with electronic workflow and electronic approvals. 
Simply put, invoices will be approved and staged for 
payment using USDA’s consolidated email system. 
This first phase has documented savings of several 
million dollars and electronically processes invoices. 
Agencies can also view the invoices and the payment 
process on-line.   
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Clif Gonzales is recognized for efforts beyond the call of duty. In addition to his normal work, 
Clif Gonzales assisted USDA in writing procurements for a number of security tools.  In order to 
meet the timelines, Clif worked extended hours and conducted extensive research. These products 
included hard disk encryption, end point security, network access control, and penetration testing.  
Not only did Clif write these difficult procurements, but he also advised the procurement office on
the price that USDA was willing to pay to the final vendor.  Through Clif ’s actions each of these 
products  was purchased at the lowest price in the nation, saving USDA millions of dollars.

Greg’s exceptional leadership and performance in FY

goals. In addition to his dedicated efforts in day-to-day 
operations and maintenance of a vast array of complex Oracle 
databases, he tirelessly led two major projects: improving 
remote database administration for Oracle applications and 
databases, and ensuring Federal Desktop Core Configuration 
compliance for the United States Department of Agriculture’s 
Corporate Property Automated Information System.

Dana Miller serves as 
the National Finance Center 
(NFC) lead for all Security 
Portfolio related efforts and 
has also functioned as the 
lead for A-123, SAS-70 and 
NFC assessment of National 
Institute of Standards and 
Technology 800-53  
controls. 

Dana is recognized for her accomplishments in a complex 
and dynamic environment of changing policies and proce-
dures. Ms. Miller was able to develop a structured security 
management program, complete with all the checks and 
balances, that fosters the highest of NFC security standards. 
She reviewed all of NFC’s security processes, identifying ef-
ficiencies where they had not existed, and then streamlined 
the processes by eliminating duplication of effort. Dana met 
all the challenging deadlines, while also training her team on 
the various new regulations and required tool-sets.

Bryan Dixon is recognized for his exemplary work sup-
porting the day-to-day operational, technical, and manage-
rial activities of the OCIO/Washington Communications 
and Technology Services/Customer Support Branch. Bryan’s 
grasp of messaging concepts, security management, telecom-
munications, and voice services has been instrumental in 
reframing IT services in WCTS and resulted in significant

Outstanding Employee Contribution – Five Individuals: 
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Victor Cserer was recognized for his service as the ITS Project Lead - Rural 
Development Unified Communication Project. Vic was responsible for insuring 
all tasks and assignments were completed and communications were maintained 
throughout the project.  He and his team accomplished a wide-variety of complex 
tasks. They worked at an exceptional level, often going above and beyond the call 
of duty.  Vic’s contribution made a positive impact on the effectiveness and efficient 
use of IT video and voice throughout Rural Development and the Department.  
With the implementation of Unified Communication, Rural Development and 
the Department can enhance user productivity, reduce travel costs, and reduce the 
Agency’s carbon foot print.

Clay Cole is recognized for his work modernizing the National Information 
Technology Center’s (NITC) data storage technology. Clay is the Supervisory Infor-
mation Specialist for the USDA OCIO Storage Management Branch in Kansas City, 
Missouri, responsible for enterprise solutions for customers’ storage requirements. 
During 2008, Mr. Cole spearheaded NITC’s storage strategy to replace the older 
storage technology. NITC replaced the existing mainframe and open system Storage 
Area Network Silo complex with a single Silo capable of managing both platforms. 
Mr. Cole implemented a state-of-the-art mainframe Virtual Tape Library (VTL)/
Automated Tape solution, open systems VTL/Automated Tape solution, and intro-
duced a long-term storage utility model acquisition strategy. Mr. Cole successfully 
completed the requirements definition, contract award, acquisition, and implemen-
tation of the state-of-the-art mainframe Virtual Tape Library. He has also completed 
the requirements definition, and contract award for the open systems VTL.  

Greg Montgomery was recognized for his steady helmsmanship steering  
International Technology Services (ITS) through a complex year. He assumed  
the role as the Deputy Associate Chief Information Officer for OCIO/ITS in FY 
2008. Greg was savvy to the problems and criticisms that ITS received from its 
customer base and initiated a couple major initiatives to benchmark services and 
complete a cost matrix and chargeback system.

Outstanding Government Employee –
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The Goodfellow Migration Team’s extraordinary logistical achieve-
ment resulted in successfully moving approximately 1,200 staff and 
70+ mission critical business applications of Rural Development 
and OCIO from their existing locations at two downtown St. Louis 
office buildings to their new destination at the Goodfellow campus. 

 The team’s efforts and dedication ensured its timely comple-
tion, without an hour of service disruption. The 12 phase move 
included more than 25 trucks of enterprise hardware along with staff. 
Throughout the project, the team provided exceptional service and 
extremely high quality work. They exhibited an untiring commitment 
and consistently juggled the project demands with their ongoing daily 
operational responsibilities and numerous other enterprise projects. 
Their creativity and commitment guaranteed a successful delivery for 
RD and the customer agencies with minimal costs and downtime.

The ARSnet Team was recognized for implementing a 
huge technological advance for ARS and, as a consequence, 
strengthening the technological stature of USDA. In 2008, 
ARSnet, the Agricultural Research Service’s new IT network 
system, was completed and deployed. This four-year Agency-
wide initiative, led by the ARS CIO and implemented by 
the ARS OCIO staff, overcame numerous technological, 
financial, and cultural obstacles and exceeded the organi-
zational goals set by the ARS Administrator.  ARSnet has 
transformed business operations across the Agency, advanced 
the research mission, and strongly fortified the security pos-
ture of the USDA, thereby enhancing IT within the Federal 
Government. The positive impact of ARSnet on the ARS 
business and research communities and their collaborators is 
a near revolution in Agency IT support.

It includes success measures, metrics, and examples 
of sustainable techniques and technologies that any public or private or-
ganization can utilize in establishing its own environmental improvement 
program. Each year, the plan projects a reduction in over 100 tons of carbon 
emissions.
